Ail this had 
been done in order that it might not be 
possible that "a man might be accused 
behind his. back, tried behind his back 
and killed behind his back—XUled first 
and accused afterward.1'

"On that day Dr. Cronin was taken from 
his home and murdered. On the 5th his 
friends, becoming anxious, avowed that 
he had been murdered. Oil the 6th and 
8th the facts wore published to the cffm- 
munity. Then the work of attempting 
tp destroy tho character of the dead man 
was 
begun. 
Dispatches 
were re- 


ceived from numerous points that he 
was alive and well; that he had been 
seen there. On the 8th 
John 
F. 


Beggs said he knew Dr. Cronin was 
all right, and would turn up, that he 
•was in the inner circle and knew .vhat 
he was talking about.' It was denied 
by all tho dupes of the Triangle that 
Dr. Cronin was dead. He was alive and 
was all right, they said." Continuing 
Mr. Hynes said there was no doubt but 
that the plan of the Triangle, which 
miscarried, was to have 
taken tho 


clothes of the dead man to England, 
where they would be found, and then 
the Triangle could point this out to their 
dupes and say: "Ha! He was a British 
spy, and went to England to testify 
against Mr. 1'arncll in the 
London

"Bven at the beginning of this trial, 


said Mr. Hynes. "the defense actually 
contested the 
identification of 
the 


body." That has been abandoned, of 
course, since the discovery of the clothes 
and the instruments, but Judge Wing 
asked: "Is it established beyond a rca- 
sBnable doubt that Dr. Cronin died from 
blows on the head, as charged in the in- 
dictment?"

The Procrss of Preparing It for the Mar- 


ket-How and by Whom It Was Fiwt 
Done—Why It Is In Certain Form Go«d 


Food for Infants. 
"Tell me something about condensed 


milk, its manufacture and its popular 
uses," requested a Globe reporter of one 
of the best known chemists in Boston, 
as the two sat discussing matters in gen- 
eral. 


"The demand for condensed 
milk 


grew, I suppose, out of a desire to render 
milk capable of being transported long 
distances and to keep it sweet for a long 
time. It is hardly worth while to go 
into a technical description of the pro- 
cess of condensing; as it is simply evapo- 
ration—by means, however, of a vacuum 
pan. 


WORKING IT OUT. 


"In the middle of this century, Pro- 


fessor E. N. Uorsford made numerous 
experiments showing that milk could be 
successfully condensed by evaporating 
it at a low temperature with the addi- 
tion of some sugar. He did not employ 
a vacuum pan, but he pointed out the 
means by winch his assistant, Dalson, 
with Blatchford and Harris, succeeded 
in placing tlit first condensed milk upon 
the market. This milk, which was bold 
in cakes packed in tin foil, formed part 
of the pro\ isions w Inch Dr. Kane took 
with him on his polar expedition. 


"In 1836 Blatchford improved the pro- 


cess bv introducing the vacuum pan. 
In the same year Gail Borden obtained 
a patent for" applying the vacuum pan 
in a particular way to the preparation 
of condensed milk without the addition 
of sugar or other foreign substance. 
This milk, however, would not keep for 
any length of time, and Borden added 
sugar; and his preserved milk appeared 
on the c'.irket in tin boxes, lieim-Mically 
sealed. Hi rrford and Borden ihare the 
honor 01 haung invented un, k-nsed 
milk. 


'•Condensed milk is prepared by evap- 


orating ordinary milk at a temperature 
below 100 degs. C; preserved milk is> con- 
densed milk to which sugar has been 
added during the process of e\apora- 
tion." 


"What ib the ordinary condensed milk 


of commerce?" asked the writer. 


"Simply condensed milk to which 


cane sugar has been added. They found 
that in the condensing, after the milk 
reached a boiling point, the fat separ- 
ated from the rest, and a proper degree 
of thickness, could not be obtained, but 
that by adding cane sugar the milk 
could be reduced to the desired consist- 
ency. If the milk \vere thin enough to 
shake around in the can it would be 
churned, as it were, by handling, and 
little lumps of butter would gather in it. 
Even in common milk that has been 
brought to me for analysis, I have found 
little lumps of butter if it has come a 
long distance on the cars. 


"Then there is another kind of con- 


densed milk that milkmen sometimes 
work off on their customers when their 
regular supply has been soured by a 
thunderstorm" 


"Is it really a scientific fact that a 


thunderstorm will sour uiilkr" broke in 
the reporter, w^ose crude ideas on that 
point had been suffering for enlighten- 
ment for years. 


"Yes, I think so," continued the chem- 


ist. "At least the conditions during a 
thunder storm are such that milk often 
will sour then. For one thing, thunder 
etorms usually come on very hot days. 
Then, too, the unusual amount of ozone 
prevalent during a thunder storm, the 
presence of nitric acid, in fact, caught 
in the air, washed down by the rain, 
may have something to do with the 
souring." 


DIFFERENT QUALITIES OF MILK. 


"But as I was saying, milkmen often 


carry around in bulk, in ten quart cans, 
a kind of condensed milk made without 
sugar, and that will keep several days. 
That kind is the best in the world for 
babies brought up by hand." 


"How is that?" asked the reporter, 


growing suddenly interested, 


"Well, this fallacy about 'one cow's 


milk for the baby' is pretty well knocked 
out now. People in the first place are 
not sure that they are getting one cow's 
milk, and the next place if they are and 
the cow is diseased the baby's health is 
endangered. The milk of a whole herd 
is more uniform; sind the process of con- 
densing will remove or destroy any in- 
jurious ingredients or taints that might 
have beeu in the milk before it was boil- 
ed. This kind of condensed milk is the 
best for coffee, also, as it will not dilute 
and weaken the coffee as common milk 
will. I have used it in my family for 
years." 


"It ib strange," added the chemist, 


"that there is no law regulating the sale 
of impure or condensed milk, or milk 
not up to the standard. The laws affect- 
ing common milk are many and stringent, 
but they do not apply to condensed milk. 
Now, bore is the result of an analysis I 
have just made of two samples of con- 
densed milk, the first made from partly 
skimmed milk and the second from 
whole milk:

"You notice that the first is more than 


half water and contains only 6.40 per 
cent, of fat; yet the public couldn't tell 
the difference." 


"What is milk sugar?"' asked the writer. 
"Milk sugar is made by extraction 


from whey, which contains 85 per cent 
of milk sugar. It is not sweet, 13 insolu- 
ble to water and will not decompose. It 
is used a great deal in medicine, mixed 
with pepsin, for instance, and to make 
those little pills homoeopathists use. It 
comes to this country from Switzerland, 
chiefly, crystalized on thin sticks, jug* 
as rock candy is on strings."—Boston 
Globe.

A Remarkable Cave in Indiana. 


H, H. Sturm, of Indianapolis, and 


Richard Penckert, of Spencer, have dis- 
covered a cave near Spencer. 
Last 


night they explored it. The entrance is 
a hole 20 feet deep and about 3 feet in 
diameter. 
At the bottom begins a nar- 


row ami steep passage, running northeast 
nbout 35 feet. At the end of this passage 
was a step off of about 5 feet, and iinme- 
diats'.y to the left was a chamber about 
8 feet in diameter, the \valls ridng grad- 
ually in tlie form of a cone, meeting at 
a point overhead 30 feet from the floor. 


The walls were hung with numerous 


stone pendantt, water at the time drip- 
ping down. A passageway, 18 inches 
wide and 10 feet long, led from this open- 
ing toward the northwest to another 
chamber similar to the first, but about 60 
feet high. 


A passageway then brought the party 


into still another room, it being a little 
smaller than the first. From this a nar- 
row isle, 60 feet long and 7 feet high, led 
northwest to a very small opening or. 
manhole, through which the reporter 
crawled with a lamp, and found that the 
passage was blocked by a large quantity 
of sand and debris, brought by the rains 
that pour at times down the whole cave. 


At the end of this last passage there 


led oil' two openings, about as large as a 
stovepipe. 
Stamping on the ground 


brought out the fact that a chamber was 
at some place under this Lx.it passage. 
This week a hole will be drilled to find 
if such a cavity exists, and also the en- 
trance will be enlarged, making it easier 
of a< cr.ss. The fact that tlie water dis- 
appears downward, the upper current of 
air, and the hollow sound above men 
tioiu'd, go to prove that theie is another 
cavity, prubahly larger than any of the 
rest. The estimated depth of tlie cavt 
from the general surface is HO feet. The 
party -pent an hour ami fifteen minutea 
under groiinil.—Martinsville (hid.)

'MONOGRAPHS FOR 
POSTOFFICES. 


Jessages to Be Sent In Meilco for About 


Twice the Cost of Pontage. 


Lawyer Edwin M. Fox returned oa 
riday from Mexico, whither he went in 
he interest of Thomas Edison to arrange 
he legal features of a contract with the 
rovernment for the general introduction 


>f the phonograph in the postoSices of 
that country. He gave yesterday some 
details of his mission, which, as already 
announced, was successful, and of the 
•nterprise of which it was a preliminary. 


The contract was obtained for a com- 


pany which John M. Ceballos, of 80 
Wall street, is now forming. It gives 
the proposed company the exclusive 
rHit for fifteen years to place phono- 
graphs in the postofiices of the republic 
for the use of people who cannot read or 
write. The charge for a single phono- 
graphic message has not yet been fixed; 
ft may be but a medio, or six and a half 
cent,, and it may be a real, or thirteen 
cents. To this charge must be added 
one of ten cents for postage, which is 
the rate at which letters are carried 
from one part of Mexico to another, al- 
though a letter may be sent from Mexico 
to tliirf country for only live cents. 
The 


higher charge seems moderate wlien it 
is known that the sender of a message 
will be entitled to talk a thousand words 
into the phonograph. 


When he has said his say, tlie cylinder 


-otitainin- his mi-swigo will be inclosed 
in a paper box, addressed by a postollice 
•1,'i-k to its destination, and, after being 
damped, will be mailed like an ordinary 
etter. The recipient of the cylinder can 
"itlior have tlie message spoken out to 
lim bv the phonograph in tlie nearest 
postollice, or lie can have it transcribed 
an paper for future reference. 
If every 


patron of the phonograph sends thousand 
word messages and every recipient in- 
sists on having them transcribed, the 
Edison Phonograph company of Mexico 
will lose money, but it is calculated that 
the. messages will average certainly not 
anvthhi" like the tenth and perhaps not 
even the twentieth part of the limit. The 
persons who are expected to use. the 
phonographs now employ scriveners to 
write their letters for them. The scriv- 
eners will probably have to do something 
else when the phonographs are set up. 


By the terms of the contract the com- 


pany is to take care of the machines and 
keep them in order. This will not in- 
volve its having an agent at each post- 
office at which there is a phonograph, 
for it is bound to instruct one of the 
postofnee clerks in the use of the ma- 
chine, and the time consumed in this 
way and in sending and receiving mes- 
sages is to be allowed for. The company 
is to get a rental for the use of the ma- 
chines, and what, remains of the proceeds 
after deducting a small percentage for 
the government. As already intimated, 
all expenses are to be borne by the com- 
pany, so that whatever the government 
gets will be clear gain. Only the large 
postofiices will at first be provided with 
phonographs, but it is expected that in 
the course of time the use of the instru- 
ments will become quite general. 


The machines are to be made at Mr. 


Edison's factory in Orange and sent to 
Mexico as wanted, but there will also 
have to be a local establishment in the 
city of Mexico where repairs will be 
made and business connected with the 
enterprise transacted. 
As the company 


expects to sell many of the machines to 
the general public, a salesroom will be 
part of tliij establishment. 


Mr. Fi.x took three phonographs to 


Mexico with him, one as a present for 
President Diaz, which poured out the in- 
strumental and other music which Mr. 
Edison had poured into it at the labora- 
tory in Orange, where concerts are still 
given, with phonographs for auditors, 
several times a week. President Diaz 
was quick to learn how to use the ma- 
chine, and he sent back by Mr. Fox a 
cvlinder containing a message in Spanish 
congratulating Mr. Edison on his great 
invention and himself that Mexico was 
to get the benefit of it.—New York Sun. 


What Is a Valuable Invention. 


The patentee of a machine by which 


tin horses raced ore another around a 
ring recently sought to enjoin an in- 
fringement of the patent. It appeared 
that the only use to which the machines 
had been applied was to place them in 
saloons, bar rooms and other drinking 
places, where frequenters of such places 
make wagers as to which of the toy 
horses would stop first. Judge Blodgett, 
of the circuit court, has decided in this 
case (National Automatic Device com- 
pany against Lloyd) that the laws of tlie 
United States only authorize the use of a 
patent for a new and useful invention; 
that a useful invention is one that may 
be applied to some beneficial use in 
society, in contradistinction to an inven- 
tion which is injurious to the morals, 
health and good order of society; that 
the patent is not a useful device in that 
meaning of the word, its use so far hav- 
ing been pernicious and hurtful; and so 
the injunction was denied.—New York 
Telegram. 


Meiuuring Waves. 


St. Stephen's Review says an interest- 


ing fact has just been accomplished by 
Hon. Ralph Abercromby, who has suc- 
ceeded in measuring the height of ocean 
waves by floating a sensitive aneroid 
barometer on the surface, and in gaug- 
ing their width and velocity by timing 
tiieir passage with a chronograph. As a 
result of these experiments lie supports 
Admiral Fitzroy in the conclusion that 
waves occasionally reach an altitude of 
sixty feet. The highest wave measured 
by Mr. Abercromby was forty-six feet 
high, 7C."> fe^t from crest to crest and had 
a velocity of forty-seven miles per hour. 


The MaybrlcU Residence. 


It is a curious coincidence, a London 


paper notes, that Battlecrease house, the 
residence of the Maybricks, should have 
already found a new tenant, and that no 
other than Fletcher Rogers, the foreman 
of the coroner's jury before which the 
inquiry into the death of the late James 
May brick was conducted. The house, 
which is finely situated near the Mersey, 
has been thoroughly redecorated.
